or James Turkington, there’s 
Pesan better on a hot summer 

day than riding around the city 
on his bicycle, getting an intense 
cardiovascular workout in the fresh 
Edmonton air. But cycling on city 
roads isn’t always easy. Turkington 
says he’s been yelled at by angry 
drivers annoyed by his presence on 
the street. 

That’s why Turkington and other 
cyclists will be taking it to the 
streets this Friday, in a critical 

ride to promote the benefits 
cling, as well as the rights that 
\ ave to be on the ro; 

The crit mass ride originated 
in San Francisco in September 1992 
and has since spread to other parts 
of the world, including Canada, 
Europe, Africa and Australia. The 
event takes places in Edmonton on 
the last Friday of every month, when 


about 60 cyclists converge on city 
hall at 6 p.m. and cycle as a group 
southbound on 97 Street to Jasper 


Avenue, west to 109 Street, south 
over the High Level Bridge to Whyte 
Avenue, east to 104 Street and north 
to Gazebo Park on 83 Avenue. 

The cyclists are high-spirited and 
loud, ringing their bells as they ride 
on their route. They do it as a cele- 
bration of cycling, but some drivers 
think they're just an inconvenience 
to their daily routines. Having par- 
ticipated in previous rides, 
Turkington says he and the other 
cyclists have been sworn at by 
impatient motorists. Most them 
yelled at the cyclists to get off the 
Streets, but on one occasion a dri- 
ver became violent. 

“One of the girls got run into,” 
Turkington says. “Somebody physi- 
cally ran into her bike and then got 
out of his car and threw (her bike) 
over the railing onto the sidewalk 
on the High Level Bridge.” 

According to Wes Bellmore, a 
public information officer for the 
Edmonton Police department, the 
cyclists in the critical mass ride are 
to blame for motorists’ frustrations. 
“A large group of cyclists riding in 
rush hour and trying to assert their 
rights on the road by causing an

obstruction, that’s going to annoy 
people obviously, so there is an ele- 
ment of provocation involved,” 
Bellmore says. “(The cyclists) do 
have a right to be there, but they 
also have a responsibility not to 
impede traffic.” 

Bellmore doesn’t condone vio- 
lence between motorists and 
cyclists, but he says both parties 
have a responsibility to each other. 

Unfortunately, Turkington says, 
that’s not the case. “There’s prob- 
lems all the time,” says Turkington, 
who regularly rides his bike to and 
from work. 

The critical mass ride also aims 
to encourage more people to start 
commuting on their bikes. With a 
vast array of bike trails located 
within the river valley and stretch- 
ing to various ends of the city, 
many Edmontonians can bike to 
work using those trails, says Claire 
Stock, transportation engineer for 
the City of Edmonton. 

“It obviously depends where you 
come from, but there are 100 kilo- 
metres of routes in the river valley 
that, people can take, so it’s quite an 
extensive system and we’re work- 
ing to increase it every year.” 

Stock says the city is promoting 
cycling in several ways, including 
as increasing the size of lanes on 
the roads. A standard lane is 3.7 


metres, but some right-hand |ajo 
have been increased to 4.2 ieIre< 
so it can be shared by cars 
bicycles.

ick Sleeper was in junior high when he first 
IM heard the two tone ska bands that came barrel- 

ing out of Britain: the Specials, the Selecter, 
Madness. Intrigued by exotic music outside his frame 
of reference, he started backtracking the roots of 
original ska. From there he traced the music around 
Jamaica, immersing himself in the rhythms percolat- 
ing out of that small island. “But I was pretty slow to 
warm up to reggae,” he admits sheepishly. “I sort of 
dabbled in it for the longest time before really getting 
into it.” 

After a year and a half stint co-hosting a Caribbean 
theme radio show on CJSR, Sleeper took over the 
reins and changed the format to all Jamaican music. 
Five years later the little reggae show that could, 
renamed Soul Shakedown Party, is one of the most 
popular shows on CJSR. In celebration of the run of 
the show, he’s decided a party is in order, one where 
he can play the music he loves in all its forms: dub, 
dance hall, ska, 
rock steady and

Did 
someone say “new” aesthetic of 
music? Well, better late than never 
I always say, so here’s the real 
skinny on the evolution of beat- 
machines throughout the ages. 

There were three electronic 
instruments invented between 
1870 and 1900, 16 more invented in 
the next 30 years, another 50 
between 1930 and 1960, only 40 
between 1960 and 1990. Oddly 
enough, the 1930s top the list with 
26 electronic instruments invent- 
ed, the most in one decade before 
1990. Not surprisingly, most of 
these devices came out of the U.S. 
and Germany, with only two inven- 
tions from Canada on record in the 
1940s and ’50s. 

Before 1915, experiments with 
electronic instruments used a vari- 
ety of devices to generate sound, 
including the Tone Wheel, which 
was a rotating metal disk in a mag- 
netic field, causing variations in an

The trappings of electronic music have their roots in the 
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electrical signal. Elisha Grey’s self- 
vibrating electromagnetic circuit 
in the Electronic Telegraph, a spin- 
off of telephone technology. The 
Tone Wheel was used in the 
Hammond Organ until the 1950s, 
but experiments with self-oscillat- 
ing circuits and electric arcs were 
discontinued with the develop- 
ment of vacuum tube technology, 
which after 1915 provided the 
basis of audio synthesis, spawning 
a number of weird new instru- 
ments including the Theremin 
(1917), the Ondes Martenot (1928), 
the Sphéraphon (1921) and the 
Pianorad (1926). 

When integrated circuits came 
into widespread use in the early 
1960s, a new generation of easy- 
to-use, reliable and relatively ver- 
satile electronic instruments were 
created that became available as 
consumer goods for the first time. 
Digital now rules the day by 
means of zeros and ones and 
logic. The rest is, uhh. . . history 
in the making.

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Orwell's Stalinist allegory resonates in the 21st centr

remember very clearly the 
pis time I read George 

Orwell's Animal Farm. It 
was April 1975, I was in Grade 
8 and the revolutionary 
themes of the fictional work 
were being eerily echoed in 
Vietnam as President Thieu 
fled to Taiwan and Saigon fell 
quietly to the Viet Cong. 

For the 29 teenage actors performing in the 
musical adaptation of Orwell's political allegory 
being produced by Fringe Theatre Adventures 
July 29 to Aug. 5 in the Arts Barns (10330 - 84 
Ave.), the connections are slightly more distant. 

For example, 18-year-old Medicine Hat-based 
Jeremy Crittenden (playing the propaganda pig 
Squealer) was only 10 when the Berlin Wall col- 
lapsed and admits he “didn’t really understand 
what was happening at the time.” 

Same with Crittenden’s first reading of 
Orwell's novel about a farmyard full of ani- 
mals who liberate themselves, deposing their 
drunken farmer/owner and taking on in their 
own hooves and claws the management of the 
farm. Without the referent of the Cold War 
fresh in mind the work takes on a decidedly 
surreal aspect. 

Allyson Pratt, a 15-year-old Edmontonian 
who plays the vain mare Molly in the rollick- 
ing musical, had studied only a little bit of 
Russian history in school prior to being cast 
in the production. 

“I only had some baby ideas about the book 
— then I did research on my own time and was 
blown away by the chilling parallels between 
the actions in the story and. the historical 
events in the former Soviet Union.” 

Not that this growing distance between con- 
temporary performers and audiences from 
Orwell's Cold War inspiration bothers director 
Gerry Potter. Orwell's 1946 satirical work is a 
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multi-layered masterpiece 
with many possible meta- 
phoric resonances, says 
Potter. 

“I want to pull the work out 
of time,” explains the director, 
charged with constructing this 
ambitious musical with his 
energetic teen cast from all 
over Alberta. “The actions 
chronicled in the book have 
happened over and over again in history and 
will probably happen again.” 

After all, adds Potter, some people will 
always want to grab power for themselves, 
be it in the historical Soviet Union or on TV’s 
Survivor. 

Dave Clarke, one of the three Equity actors 
in the production (alongside Tony Sharkey and 
Stephanie Wolfe) couldn’t agree with Potter 
more. For the affable Clarke, Animal Farm is 
a broad metaphor about revolutions and large 
systematic changes that rock all institutions 
and organizations. 

“No question the book is about the Soviet 
Union, but it applies to the turmoil shaking up 
the Alliance Party at the moment — a party 
with revolutionary origins and aspirations now 
concerned more with the acquisition of tradi- 
tional political power,” says Clarke, who plays 
Napoleon, the power-hungry pig modeled on 
Joseph Stalin. 

Not that Clarke or Potter want to give the 
impression their production is a dry political 
and literary exercise. Far from it, Clarke says, 
underlining how well Orwell's archetypal story 
translates to the musical theatre form. 

Pratt and Crittenden are quick to praise the 
breadth of the work and enjoy the fact the play 
has such range. 

“I love the fact that the work is not senti- 
mental in the least,” Crittenden says, 
impressed with how the play's music is always 
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The animals take over the barnyard ina 
musical adaptation of Animal Farm. 
illustrating the action being undertaken by the 
titular animals at any given time.

Foreign invasion at Metra Cinema 


' Glory days of Art Cinema revisted this weekend at Zeidler Hall

f you ever hang out with film 

puffs who came of age during the 

160s, chances are, at some point, 
they will bemoan the state of con- 
jemporary film, recalling the glory 
days of Art Cinema. Not to mock 
jhis point of view — indeed, I feel 
rather nostalgic myself — but fan- 
fastic films still abound. ‘ 

What is lacking today is film cul- 
ture — that heyday is over. 
Curiously, though, the former 
excitement over Art Cinema = 
roughly 1945 to 1968 — tenaciously 
clings to the films themselves, as if 
when viewing them you are catching 
a glimpse of the times, the mythos 
that produced them, and in this 
sense the films of that period remain 
a unique viewing experience, 

The Eclipse (L’Eclisse) (1962; 


directed by Michelangelo 
Antonioni) oh 
Michelangelo Antonioni’s 


LEclisse turns a nonchalant gaze 
on the furtive mating patterns of 
new Italy. Set in Rome, all the 
markers of Antonioni are present: 
the careful composition, the play 
with architecture and proportion 
and, of course, the inimitably gor- 
geous Monica Vitti. Oddly, while 
today Antonioni is championed as 
the master of modern alienation, 
watching L’Eclisse one begins to 
wonder if he finds such social 
malaise the least bit disturbing. 
The ridiculous:contortions of the 
central couple as they grapple on 
' the sofa make it appear an impossi- 
_ bility that two people could ever 
sachieve physical intimacy, yet, if 
"this is the case, the pair are not 
, Overly concerned. Vitti, as she wan- 
) ders about Rome, may be dwarfed 
"by the imposing structurés of 
Modernity, but again, she finds it all 
faintly amusing, not anguish-induc- 
g. She leaves one lover and heads 
#or another (Alain Delon) with such 
eless grace we never view her as 
cold-hearted or maladjusted: she is 
Merely modern. More modern than, 
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say, the endless snivelling of Ally 
MacBeal. By contrast, Vitti’s silence 
is classy: she doesn’t whine, she 
acts. Attempting to decipher what 
her actions mean, as she cautiously 
courts the caddish Delon, is all part 
of the fun. 

Persona (1966; directed by 
Ingmar Bergman) 

Finding a sure handle on Persona 
is an insurmountable task. The plot 
centres on the relationship between 
two women: Liv Ullmann as an 
actress suffering from a breakdown 
that has left her silent, and her 
nurse (Bibi Andersson) who seems 
at first consummately ordinary. 
Because it is Ingmar Bergman, the 
two retreat to a country cottage 
and in their isolation enter into an 
emotionally raw, intense — and 
tense — game of conversation and 
revelation. Sure, but this does not 
even begin to scratch the surface. 
The bizarre introductory montage; 
the self-conscious announcements 
throughout; the melding together of 
characters: all work to make this 
the most enigmatic of films. 

Despite Bergman’s penchant for 
the philosophical, Persona plays 
out most powerfully on the level of 
affect, language as sheer visceral 
foree, rather than cerebral acrobat- 
ics. The pared-down setting; the 
plane of action confined to the 
faces of the two women; the bouts 
of friendship and the final exploita- 


tion; Persona isanalmost archetyp> 


al treatment of the pain and rage of 
betrayal. An intriguing brand of 
complex ambiguity, Persona leaves 
one ravaged, but thoughtful. 

Hiroshima, Mon Amour (1959, 
directed by Alain Resnais) 

Alain Resnais is probably the 
least known director on this bill 
and, indeed, as a Frenchman he is 
often overshadowed by his New 
Wave compatriots. His films forego 
the whimsy of Godard, but they are 
equally open to experimentation 
and often to stronger results. 
Where Breathless now seems prac- 
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tically cute, Resnais’s films have 
aged more surely. 

Typical of Resnais, Hiroshima, 
Mon Amour weaves the personal 
and the political together so tightly 
they become inseparable. Charting 
the brief affair of a French woman 
and a Japanese man who meet in 
Hiroshima after the war, the film 
(written be Marguerite Duras) has 
all the potential to spiral into poetic 
nothingness. But Resnais keeps it 
grounded, having the dreamy dia- 
logue come out as incantation, cap- 
turing the rhythms of memories 
that can be told but not processed. 

The couple is often the nucleus 
of Art Cinema, and Hiroshima is a 
stellar example of how the intima- 
cies of romance can be translated 
into more global concerns. Urbane, 
yet achingly vulnerable, this couple 
engrosses, partly because they are 
always teetering on the edge of 
demise. The possibility that their 
provisional alliance will simply 
shatter hangs over them like the 
cigarette.smoke that fills their Jate- 
night haunts. But, if in the’past vio- 
lence has left them scarred, in the 
present they let gentleness reign. 
The result is a mesmerizing journey 
into an ugly history, one that refus- 
es triteness by admitting to no 
answers. 

You may have seen them on 
video, but really, go see them BIG. 
And whether you choose to view 
these films as art, commerce, docu- 
ments of post-War Europe, or all of 
the above, don’t forget they are also 
damned entertaining.

Women. The second 
tape of the two-tape hardcore, 
instructional anal-sex extravaganza 
ends with Taormino making her porn 
début in a feisty scene that has the 
entire 10-person cast showing their 
teacher what they learned. 

What makes it a feminist gang- 
bang? Well, if you watch the behind- 
the-scenes black-and-white footage at 
the very end of the tape, you see that 
Taormino is very much the one call- 
ing the shots — literally. She presents 
the cast with a list of specific instruc- 
tions on who is to do what to her in 
the final scene. 

“Everyone laughed at me because 
it’s not usually done like this on porn 
shoots. But when we did the scene, 
they all ended up following my 
instructions and it worked out great.” 

The video is the companion to 
Taormino’s 1998 best-selling book, 
The Ultimate Guide to Anal Sex for 
Women. 

“I discovered anal sex with my first 
serious girlfriend,” Taormino — the 
editor of the lesbian porn magazine 
On Our Backs and the Best Lesbian 
Frotica series — tells me over the 
phone from her home in New York. “I 
found that when sleeping with 
women, the whole heterosexual 
script goes out the window and all 
body parts and sexual acts are fair 
game.” 

Anal sex became her favorite thing 
to do. In fact, she admits she’s a little 
obsessed. She even runs anal-sex 
workshops. 

“Tt’s easily twice as intense for me 
as any other physical sexual sensa- 
tion,” Taormino says of her love of 
anal sex.
